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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Examiner requests that the document associated with the abstract XP002329359 
be provided. It is noted that currently only the abstract is being considered. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the originally filed specification lacks proper antecedent 
basis for the term "hole" as recited in the amended claims. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 7 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 1 recites that the 
body is made of an elastomeric material, therefore the limitation in claim 7 that the body 
is formed of an elastomeric material does not further limit claim 1 unless Applicant 
intends to claim "formed" as a method of making. Clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over DE-767872 

(DE'872). 

Re: claims 1-6 and 8-24. DE'872 shows in figure 1 a multi-axis shock and 
vibration isolator comprising a body 1 having a top end and a bottom end, the body 
make of a material for attenuating vibration at a first frequency along a vertical axis that 
passes through the top and bottom ends, a first hole or one of elements 2 extending 
through the body between the top and bottom ends and a second hole or another of 
elements 2 arranged perpendicular to the first hole extending through the body between 
the top and bottom ends, the second hole intersecting the first hole, the first and second 
holes being sized and shaped for attenuating vibration at a frequency along a lateral 
axis. 

DE'872 fails to disclose that the material of the body is elastomeric or that the 
first and second holes are sized and shaped for attenuating vibration at a second 
frequency. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified the body of DE'872 to have been made of 
elastomeric material since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in 
the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a 
matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 

In light of Applicant's admission in lines 1-3 of paragraph [0026] that the holes 
216 "may have any shape, size and configuration that... maintains a uniform stiffness 
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along any lateral axis, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have modified the size and shape of the first and 
second holes to have been such that they attenuate vibration at a second frequency 
along a lateral axis since it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result 
effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 
USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). Also in In re Dailey, 357 F.2d 669, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 
1966) the court held that the configuration of a claimed object was a matter of choice 
which a person of ordinary skill in the art would have found obvious absent persuasive 
evidence that the particular configuration was significant. 

Re: claim 7. If Applicant intends for the term "formed" to refer to the method of 
making the body, Examiner notes that such a claim would constitute a product-by- 
process claim. In product-by-process claims the patentability of the product is not 
dependent upon the method of making the product. See MPEP 2113. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
